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KINGSTON’S largest nightclub 
will have its licence reviewed 
after police raised concerns about 
crime and disorder. 

Kingston police called for the 
review of Pryzm’s trading condi- 
tions but did not say if any par- 
ticular incident had triggered the 
assessment, blaming only “con- 
cerns with crime”. 

Town centre councillor Jon 
Tolley said: “I do not know the ins 
and outs of it. 

“People do talk about anti-social 
behaviour and that is a problem. 

“T haven’t heard that there has 
been any serious crime there [re- 
cently]. I don’t know what has 
changed. 

Conservative town centre coun- 
cillor Phil Doyle added: “All it 
means is they are going to the li- 
censing sub-committee. The police 
have been concerned about crime 
levels in Pryzm. 

“They will do what the police do 
and try and work with the club.” 

Pryzm is in Kingston’s Grove 
ward where about 25 per cent of 
“notifiable offences” in the bor- 
ough are recorded by police. 

Of the 871 crimes recorded in 
the borough in April, 272 were in 
the town centre. 

In the section of the ward that 
houses Pryzm, Hippodrome and 


Viper Rooms, as well as the high } . 


street and shopping centres, 203 of- 


fences were recorded last month, | 


including 53 violent crimes 
against people. 

Inspector Neil Allen, of King- 
ston police, said: “The safety of 
the public is our priority. 

“Police licensing officers are 
proactive in working with licensed 
premises to help reduce crime and 
disorder. 

“Where necessary we will take 
enforcement action. In this case, 
we considered that an application 
for the review of the premises li- 
cence was appropriate and neces- 
sary.” 

The force did not respond to a 
further request for comment. 

Pryzm was rebranded from 
Oceana by owners Luminar fol- 
lowing the murder of clubber 
Jamie Sanderson in 2012. 


Luminar, now called 
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Deltic Group, also runs Kingston’s 
second-biggest club, Hippodrome. 

The murder prompted King- 
ston Council to revoke the club’s 
licence, but the decision was later 
repealed and a series of stringent 
licensing conditions put in place 
after a secret deal. 
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Those conditions included 
reducing capacity by 15 per cent 
and closing the club on Tuesdays 
and Sundays. 

A spokesman for Deltic Group 
said: “Pryzm is a professional 
and well-run venue and we are 
naturally disappointed with the

“We will continue to work close- 
ly with the authorities through- 
out the process to ensure that we 
reach an amicable outcome.”

x-leader Osbourne admits three 
breaches of sexual offence order 
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THE paedophile former leader of 
Kingston Council has admitted 
breaching a court order by engaging 
in pornographic chats and watch- 
ing obscene films online on multiple 
occasions. 

Derek Osbourne pleaded guilty 
to entering online sex chatrooms 10 
times between September 27 and No- 
vember 9 last year. 

The disgraced former Kingston 
Liberal Democrat leader also admit- 
ted accessing websites that contained 
pornographic films and images four 
times between September and Octo- 
ber, and going on a gaming site that 
was “pornographic in nature” three 
times in April 2015. 

The 62-year-old, dressed in a navy 
suit and open-neck pink shirt, spoke 
only to confirm his name and plead 
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commentary 
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guilty to the three breaches of a sex- 
ual offences order when he appeared 
at Wimbledon Magistrates’ Court 
last Thursday. 

Magistrate Justine Johnson told 
Osbourne, of Burlington Road, New 
Malden, he would be sentenced at a 
crown court since any prison sen- 
tence would likely exceed the 12 
months she had the power to enforce. 

Osbourne was leader of the coun- 
cil for more than a decade and served 
the borough as a councillor for 27 
years before his arrest in June 2013. 

He was sentenced to two years in 
prison in October 2013 after he ad- 
mitted possessing more than 5,000 
indecent images. 

Former Beverley ward councillor 
Osbourne served a year of his sen- 
tence in Brixton and Wandsworth 
prisons before being let out on li- 
cence subject to a sexual offences 
order. 

He has been released on bail until 
sentencing later this year.

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Jailed after 
crime spree 


A MAN has been jailed for 
a Kingston “crime spree” 
which included stealing a car 
and £1,000 worth of clothes 
from the Bentall Centre and 
vandalising boats at a yacht 
club. 

Alex Lundy, 22, of no fixed 
address, stole a car from Ra- 
venswood Close, in Kingston 
Hill, on Tuesday, December 
1 last year. Two days later he 
stole £1,000-worth of clothes 
from the Bentall Centre in 
Kingston town centre and on 
Wednesday, December 9, van- 
dalised boats at the London 
River Yacht Club, in Ports- 
mouth Road, Surbiton. 

Lundy was spotted by an 
off-duty Kingston police of- 
ficer in Surbiton the next day 
and was arrested.

Family party turned into late night 
alcohol-fuelled brawl, court hears 
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A FAMILY party where chil- 
dren as young as four played 
in a Kingston nightclub 
turned into an alcohol-fuelled 
2am brawl, a court heard. 

Scott Moodie, 29, denied 
charges of actual bodily 
harm and affray when he 
took to the stand at Kingston 
Crown Court on Monday af- 
ter the October 19 fight that 
closed down the Viper Rooms 
for three days. 

Mr Moodie, along with 
friends Nathan Peardon, 23, 
Scott Nicholls and Jay Beer, 
both 21, had been drinking at 
the club for about nine hours 
before the fight broke out 
at 2am outside TK Maxx in 
Clarence Street. 

The group were all origi- 
nally charged with wounding 
with intent and _ inflicting 
grievous bodily harm after 
Frenchmen Sebastian Leg- 
endre and Floren Zirah were 
attacked. 

But those charges were 
dropped on the fifth day of

the trial after Mr Legendre 
could not recall who had in- 
flicted a wound above his eye. 

A lesser charge of actual 
bodily harm (ABH) was put 
to the group and Mr Moodie 
was the only one to deny it, 
the jury was told.

Samaritans’ move delayed 
by £65k funding shortfall

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A CHARITY dedicated to 
providing support to people 
facing depression or contem- 
plating suicide is nearing a 
move to a brand new base in 
Kingston — but needs about 
£65,000 in funding. 

The Kingston Samaritans 
have been working since Feb- 
ruary to transform a disused 
building at the junction of 
Wheatfield Way and Palmer 
Crescent into a centre specif- 
ically designed for residents 
to come in and seek support. 

Despite work being un- 
der way since February, 
the charity is still short of 
the total needed to fund the 
move from its old base in St 
Andrew’s Road, Surbiton, 
which is now closed. Bosses 
hope to move in the summer. 

Branch director Helen 
Dixon said: “The upkeep on 
an old building like that is 
really prohibitive to a char- 
ity. I’ve just closed down a

charity that couldn’t carry 
on because it didn’t have 
a base — it’s got to be fit for 
purpose. 

“There’s a mountain to 
climb, we will just open 
when we can. 

“We are dependent on the 
good will of the public. Peo- 
ple are incredibly generous.” 

The charity plans to make 
its new base completely ac- 
cessible to people with disa- 


bilities, which will include 
the installation of a special- 
ised lift costing £22,000 alone. 
The group cannot rely on the 
central Samaritans fundrais- 
ing pot for help, it said. 

Mrs Dixon added: “There’s 
no reason why you can’t be 
a good Samaritan and disa- 
bled. 

“People assume that you 
get given money, but every 
penny we need we have to 
earn ourselves.” 

Nationwide, the charity is 
run by more than 20,000 vol- 
unteers across 201 branches. 
On average, somebody con- 
tacts the Samaritans looking 
for support every six sec- 
onds. 

With about 120 volunteers, 
Kingston Samaritans is the 
biggest branch in Greater 
London outside of the cen- 
tral zone. Training some- 
body to be a Samaritan takes 
about one year. 

Mrs Dixon said she hopes 
moving to a new base will 
help the group expand its 
outreach and better cater for 
the different needs of King- 
ston residents. 


She said: “There are all 
sorts of things that lead 
people to our door, not just 
people suffering from de- 
pression. 

“We always have at least 
two volunteers on shift at 
any one time. We’re building 
it so that one day we can have 
more than that. Everything 
is done by the volunteers 
themselves. 

“We do outreach at the 
YMCA in Surbiton, we do a 
lot of stuff that is not in this 
building but things in the 
surrounding area.” 

Kingston MP James Berry 
said: “The interesting thing 
is [former mayor] Roy Arora 
has just raised £65,000 so it 
can be done. 

“Mental health is one of 
the big issues facing society 
at the moment. It is now be- 
ing spoken about more com- 
monly, but unfortunately we 
do have in Kingston some 
high profile places where 
people try and take their 
lives. It’s really important 
that we have a presence.”

KINGSTON Hospital bosses 
hope to run a budget surplus 
in the next financial year 
thanks to a government fund- 
ing boost. 

The hospital’s 2016-17 
budget includes an underly- 
ing £4.2 million deficit, down 
from a projected £6.5 million 
at the end of this year, but an 
influx of sustainability and 
transformation cash is ex- 
pected to get the trust back in 
the black. 

The hospital has been 
charged with making nearly 
£9 million of costs savings 
between 2015 and 2017 and, at 
the end of February this year, 
had managed £7.2 million of 
the total, according to a re- 
port to Kingston Council’s 
health overview and scrutiny 
panel. 

MPs on Parliament’s influ- 
ential public accounts com- 
mittee reported this spring 
that across the country the 
financial health of trusts, 
including foundation trusts, 
has “significantly worsened” 
in the last three years. 

A mandated 4 per cent 
overall cuts target was “unre- 
alistic”, they added.

THE stories of more than 
90,000 First World War vol- 
unteers have been compiled 
with the help of Kingston 
University as part of cente- 
nary commemorations. 

Hundreds of volunteers 
from Kingston University’s 
Centre for the Historical Re- 
cord contributed to the on- 
line archive, which features 
stories ranging from driving 
ambulances on battlefields to 
cleaning floors in makeshift 
hospitals back home. 

The archive has taken two 
years to make, with volun- 
teers transcribing a collec- 
tion of 100-year-old personnel 
index cards holding details 
of people who gave their time 
to support the war effort. 

Volunteer Anne Beaumont 
said: “You see the people 
come to life right in front of 
your eyes, and the more you 
discover, the more you want 
to know. It’s impossible to 
resist the urge to find more 
about their lives.” 

In total the group sifted 
through 244,000 registration 
cards, with volunteers from 
the British Red Cross and so- 
cieties such as local history 
associations contributing. 

The stories are taken from 
Voluntary Aid Detachment 
workers during the war, in- 
cluding nurses, cooks, kitch- 
en maids and drivers.

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New Malden trainees urged to raise prices based on customer ignorance 


Travel agent trainer caught 
advising flight price hikes

ONE of the UK’s leading trav- 
el agents has been accused 
of cheating customers after 
trainees at its New Malden 
office were filmed being ad- 
vised to mark up prices. 

An investigation by Dis- 
patches filmed employees at 
Flight Centre’s head office in 
the CI Tower, in St George’s 
Square, with the documen- 
tary also appearing to show 
holidaymakers wrongly be- 
ing told flights were non-re- 
fundable and being charged 
fees to cancel. 

A reporter from the Chan- 
nel 4 programme was sent to 
study at the New Malden of- 
fice, only to be told by one of 
the trainers to mark up pric- 
es depending on the custom- 
er’s knowledge and income. 

The trainer is filmed say- 
ing: “You will decide how 
much mark-up to add. 

“Tt’s a combination of what 
they have seen already out 
there and how much are they

prepared to spend.” 

Investigative journalists 
from the programme also 
went to Flight Centre branch- 
es across the country asking 
for prices for the same flight 
to New York. 

One was quoted £494 after 
saying he had checked pric- 
es online while another who 
said she had not was quoted 
£610. 

It is not illegal to mark up 
the price of a flight, though

it is against Flight Centre’s 
company policy. 

A spokeswoman for Flight 
Centre said the behaviour 
shown in the documentary 
was “isolated” and that “re- 
cordings in this programme 
are not a fair reflection of 
our company culture or cus- 
tomer experience.” 

She said: “We have taken 
this very seriously and we 
are dealing with it immedi- 
ately to ensure that all our

customers enjoy the same 
high levels of service and 
value that the overwhelming 
majority do today. 

“We acknowledge _ that 
this programme highlighted 
some isolated behaviour that 
is against our company poli- 
cies and ethics. 

“Flight Centre has set 
in place immediate action 
against any employees found 
in breach of this policy, 
which will result in discipli- 
nary action being taken, up 
to and including summary 
dismissal for proven acts of 
gross misconduct. 

“We regularly remind con- 
sultants that this behaviour 
is against company policy.” 

Flight Centre is one of the 
world’s leading travel agents, 
with a turnover for 2014 to 
2015 of about £9 billion. On 
average its shops mark up 
long-haul flights by 7.9 per 
cent for customers aged 26 
to 35 and by 7.8 per cent for 
customers aged 66 or over, it 
said. The company employs 
more than 18,000 members 
of staff and has 2,500 stores 
across its leisure, corporate 
and wholesale businesses.

A RETIRED New Malden GP has 
spoken of her family’s battle to 
“stay positive” after both her and 
her daughter were diagnosed 
with cancer just three days apart.

I’ve got to have fun in life; that’s 
one of the reasons I retired. 


Alongside friend Jane Tatnell, 
Mrs Chapman has now signed up 
for the Ride the Night, a wom- 
en-only 100km overnight bike 
ride to help raise money towards 
fighting different forms of can- 
cer. 

With more than 3,000 people 
expected to take part, the ride 
will take place on Saturday, May 
28. 

Mrs Chapman added: “I just 
thought that I needed to have a 
goal once I’d had my breast re- 
duction done. 

“T saw Ride the Night adver- 
tised in my gym and me and my 
friend decided to give it a go. It’s 
really important. 

“TKatherine] was hoping to do 
the bike ride with us, but unfor- 
tunately because she’s got a job 
abroad she can’t do it.”

Croydon rap duo Krept 
and Konan have had a 
jammoth couple of years that 
started with a record-breaking 
ixtape in 2013 and led to a star- 
studded sell-out show at Brixton 
Academy earlier this year. 

In between the two, 26-year-olds 
Casyo ‘Krept’ Johnson and Karl 
‘Konan’ Wilson released number two 
charting album The Long Way Home 
last summer and have won a hatful 
of awards. And they’re not the only 
south London locals to be lighting up 
the airwaves. 

Among their contemporaries making 
moves are Stormzy, Section Boyz, 
Loyle Carner, Raye and even more 
established acts such as Lianne La 
Havas and Tinie Tempah. 
Refreshingly, the artists are 
helping each other by supporting 
them in public and appearing on 
their tracks and at their shows. 
Konan told us: “We’re all 
here because we all love 
music, we all have this 
goal to be artists so | 
feel like we’ve got to 
celebrate it and keep 
each other going. 

“When | first started 
doing music, my 
mother told me it’s 
luck — not everybody 
makes it. 

“The fact that we’re 
here and I’m seeing 
my friends come up and 
people from my area and 
people from another area 
and we are all actually here, 
we have all made it, we have to 
support each other.” 

That spirit of collaboration is 
something which is clear throughout 
Krept and Konan’s album, which 
featured songs with Rick Ross, 
Skepta, Ed Sheeran, Emeli Sande and 
Wiz Khalifa among others.

Konan said: “We’re trying to 
help them now and give them more 
Knowledge about how the industry 
works and help them craft their talent 
and perfect it quicker than we did.” 

It is an understandable goal for the 
pair for whom success did not come 
overnight — not that they would have it 
any other way now. 

Konan said: “We have covered every 
ground so, no matter what happens, 
we know how to start again.” 

Their breakthrough came in 2013 
with the release of the mixtape Young 
Kingz, which shot into the top 20 and 
broke the world record for the highest 
charting record for an unsigned act. 

Konan said: “That was one of the 
most surreal moments of doing music.

“It was an accomplishment for us to 
do that to be a part of grime and UK 
hip hop acts that have sold out Brixton 
Academy.

Travel with confidence 
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Following on from Disney’s 2010 
Alice in Wonderland, the gang 
are back together in a colourful 
film that fails to fully hit the spot. 

Anyone who has read Lewis 
Carroll’s 1871 novel will soon re- 
alise this is not an adaptation of 
that book. Indeed, Tim Burton’s 
2010 film plundered so much of 
it - Tweedledum and Tweedledee, 
the White Queen, the Jabber- 
wocky, the Bandersnatch - that 
it would be virtually impossible. 

Instead of Carroll’s fantastical 
backwards looking glass-world, 
we have a less imaginative, more 
straightforward quest-based 
narrative that’s firmly in sequel 
territory. 

This Through the Looking Glass 
sees Alice (Mia Wasikowska) go 
through a magical mirror back 
to Wonderland where the Mad 
Hatter (Johnny Depp) is unwell.
